New York, October 1.—-(By <Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—The 
left wing of the British army between 


the Ancre and Somme rivers in France| 


has advanced on nearly a two-mile 
front from the east of Eaucourt L’Ab- 
baye to the Albert-Bapaume road, re- 


capturing in the operation the. town .of. 


Faucourt L’Abbaye and throwing their 
line to within ahout.four miles of Ba- 
paume itself. 

In addition the British line to the 
east has been sent forward for good 
gains into the German front, according 
to London. Valuable work was done 
by the new armored tractors in the 
fighting. 


GERMANS CLEARED 
FROM POSITIONS. 


The Germans have been cleared out 
of positions near the Stuff redoubt, 
which they had held since the heavy 
fighting of last week, and also have 
been forced to give up all except a very 
small portion of the Schwaben redoubt 
{nn this region. In addition to the east, 
between Le Sars and Flers, the troops 
of General Sir Douglas Haig have 
pushed forward their positions. Dur- 
ing Saturday night and Sunday German 
trenches near Morval and Clery fell 
into the hands of the French in gre- 
nade fighting. 

Berlin reports, however, that attacks 
by the British east of Thiepval and by 
the French in the vicinity of Rancourt, 
Courcelette, Morval and Halle were re- 
pulsed. The activity around Halle may 
indicate tle commencement of an en- 
tente drive with Peronne as its ob- 
jective. - 

In the Champagne region the Ger- 
mans, says Paris, attempted two sur- 
prise attacks against the French, but 
both of them “failed. 


RUSSIANS START 
BIG OFFENSIVE. 


In Galicia the RuSsians have started 
another big offensive with the purpose 
of driving on to Lemberg. The offi- 
cial reports from Petrograd and Ber- 
Jin are at variance with regard to the 
results of the fighting. Petrograd re- 
ports that thirty miles northeast of 
Lemberg, along the Brody-Krasne rail- 
Way the Russians ure forcing their way 
forward despite the stubborn resistance 
of the Peutonic allies, and have cap- 
tured 1,987 officers and men. Also 
Bouth of Brzezany, fifty miles south- 
west of Lemberg, and along the right 
bank of the Zlota Lipa, Austro-German 
positions reported to have been taken 
and 112 officers and 2,268 men made 
prisoners, * 

Berlin asserts that the Russian forces 
along the BDrody-Lemberg railway were 
stopped by the artillery of the Teutons. 
But on the southern wing Berlin ad- 
mits the Russians gained a. foothold, 
and also advanced in the angle between 
the Tseniuvka and Zlota Lipa rivera. 

In the Curpathians, in the Ludowa 
sector, the Austrians have turned to 
the offensive, and, according to Vien- 
ma, in an attack captured four Russian

“The people of Atlanta and the Georgia Railway and Power company officials and employees may rest content 
that the police will put up with no further disorder while this strike continues, and that the department will exert its 
every effort to insure safety and protection in the operation of trolley cars which will be resumed Monday morning.” 


Police Chief W. M. Mayo made this statement to a reporter for The Constitution last night following the con- 
ference between the board of police commissioners and business men of the city. 


“No crowds will be permitted te gather upon the streets, and no demonstrations will be countenanced. The 
men will be instructed to prohibit the using of invectives, and the word ‘Scab’ will not be tolerated. If necessary, 
the police will resort to stringent means. Arrests will be made, and prisoners will not be given copies of charge, 
but carried to headquarters, where they will be imprisoned.” |

GREAT CROWDS CHEER 
‘DEATH OF THE ZEPPELIN 


The Fourth Airship to Be 
Brought Down on English 
Soil Since the Germans 
Began Their Raids. 


London, October 2.—Another Zeppe- 
lin raid against London and the east 
coast of England is in progress. 

An airship was brought down in 
flames north of London, according to 
the official statement issued shortly 
after midnight. 

Great crowds cheered the spectacle 
of the burning Zeppelin as it fell in the 
London district. The great flare from 
the burning aircraft was visible for a 
long distance. : 

Yraphic accounts of the manner tin 
which the Zeppelin—the fourth to be 
brought down on English soil—fell a 
Victimn to Great Britain’s anti-aircraft 
defenses have been received from Lon- 
don’s suburbs. 

Although the Zepmelin crashed to 
earth almost due north of London, the 
spectacle was witnessed by thousands 
of Londoners. 

The official statement regarding the 
raid says: 

“A number of hostile airships crossed 


the east coast between 9 o’clock and 
midnight. A few bombs were dropped ! 
near the coast, but no damage is yet 
reported. 

“The raid is still in progress, and | 
some airships are in the vicinity of 
London, where some guns have been in 
action.

POLICEMEN ARE ORDERED TO KEEP CROWDS 
FROM GATHERING ON THE STREETS TODAY 


Today, acting on orders of the police commission, the Atlanta police 
fouee will prevent any strike demonstrations, will arrest all those guilty 
of violence or of using abusive language against car employees, and will 
see to it that no crowds are allowed to gather. These instructions were 
given the police in the following order, passed on Sunday: 

“Be it resolved: That the board of police commissioners go on record 
as favoring a strict enforcement of Section 1822 of the City Code, ordaining 
that the streets be kept clear of crowds, and that the public and street car 
employees be protected in the exercise of their legal rights, and that the 
failure of any officer or employee of the police department to carry out 
such instructions will constitute inefficiency and insubordination. 

“Be it further resolved: That any individual heard to apply any epithet 
or misnomer to any other individual shall be arrested and prosecuted on a 
charge of disorderly conduct as provided in Section 1762 of the City Code.” 
(The code provides that a heavy fine or imprisonment he imposed in such 
instances.) 


Meeting in executive session, the board authorized Chief Mayo to put 
on regular service any or all the supernumeraries required for the full 
protection of the car service, of employees and of passengers. The chief 
is authorized to increase the number of regular policemen to the number 
of 200, if this many are needed. 

This action was taken in view of the statement made at the joint 
meeting of business men and police commissioners, by Mell Wilkinson, 
president of the Presidents’ club, who said he was authorized by his 
organization to underwrite the salaries of these men. This offer was 
made on account of the condition of the city’s finances, which would 
prevent the hiring of new men. 


Optimism over the street car situation was evidenced by city officials 
Sunday, all expressing confidence that full protection would be given the 
car company employees and passengers today and that the car service 
would be uninterrupted from now on. Among these statements are the 
following: 

Edwin F. Johnson, chairman of the police committee of council: 

“The board%of commissioners will not sanction the tactics used by 
strikers or strike*sympathizers Saturday night and Sunday morning. The 
police will be instructed to use force if necessary in quelling outbreaks. 

“No chance for outbreaks will be permitted by the police, who will 
see that no crowds are allowed to congregate, and that the crews and 
passengers of cars are protected from insults or violence from any class, 
whether it be a striker, sympathizer or spectator. Arrests will be made 
when necessary and the offender carried to prison to be dealt with 
severely.”’ 

Mayor James G. Woodward said: 

“IT see no further cause for the city to rest under apprehension. 
President Arkwright has satisfied city authorities and Atlanta business 
men that the trolley company is not seriously affected by the strike, and 
that just «8s soon as the police furnish protection the operation of cars 
will be resumed. 

“I do not predict a long life for the agitation, and with today I think

DESCRIBES 
MOB ACTIONS. 


Stories of disgraceful incidents oc-' 
curring on trolley cars and the streets,

The clamor began in the vicinity of 
Child’s restaurant, on Marietta street, 
one of the most conspicuous spots at 
Five Points. A crowd of a half hun- 
dred men and boys was dogging the 
heels of three men. 


PURSUE

They were bound for the substation 
on Decatur street at the corner of 
Butler. The pursuing mob, noisy and 
vicious in the invectives hurled at the 
trio, spread over the sidewalk and be- 
yond the curb.

ENCOURAGES STRIKERS 


Head of the Georgia Federa- 
tion Urges Men to Stick 
to Their Guns. 


Louie P. Marquard, president of the 
Georgia ‘Federation of Labor, made a 
ringing speech during the afternoon 
meeting of the strikers, in which he 
urged the men to stick to their guns 
and win the fight. 

“You men are fighting for a cause 
that is just. Your wives and children 
are looking on you to win out. A vic- 
tory will mean a step forward for 
every one of you. It’s up to you. if 
the strikers keep a stiff upper lip and 
do not show the yellow streak they 
cannot lose,” he said. 

“While I prefer to see this fight 
won peaceably, still one cannoa blame 
men for fighting for what they con- 
sider right,” he said in closing. 


Following the meet- 
ing, the majority of the trolley forces 
returned to their homes. 

On the other hand, the strikers and 
their sympathizers were equally as 
active.

nessed an agitation that gained such 
strong impetus at such an early day 
in its progress. He predicted that the 
trolley company would be forced to 
terms within a surprisingly short time. 

A resolution adopted by Altoona 
lodge, No. 302, Brotherhood of Railroad 
Trainmen, encouraging the strikers and 
offering support, was read to the meet- 
ing by J. L. Cone, member of a com- 
mittee from Altoona lodge. The ereso- 
lution assured the men of the support 
of the trainmen organization, and of its 
resolve to boycott the trolley system 
during course of the strike. 

This action will probably be taken 
by all the organized labor bodies of 
Atlanta, according to a prediction made 
Saturday night by Mr. Pollard, in 
which he was borne out by Hardy Teat, 
another. strike leader. 

Today a vigorous campaign will be 
urged in behalf of the efforts to union- 
ize the car men, and this will be pro- 
moted with picket squads, speakers and 
propaganda. A plea made to Mayor 
Woodward to permit strikers and sym- 
pathizers to deliver addresses in such 
public places as the Grady monument 
and city hall yard was denied.

Little Rock, Ark., October 1.—Senator 
James P. Clarke, of Arkansas, presi-

His indisposition continued Thursday 
and Friday, however, and late Friday 
the stroke of apoplexy occurred. News 
of his death came as a shock, as it was 
not generally known until 4oday that 
his condition was serious. 

Senator Clarke was born at Yazoo 
City, Miss., August 18, 1854. He was ed- 
ucated in the schools of his native 
state and in 1878 graduated from the 
law department of the University of 
Virginia. He began the practice of law 
in Helena, Ark., in 1879. In 1886 he 
was elected to the lower house of the 
Arkansas legislature, served through 
the session of 1887, and in 1888 was 
elected to the state genate, where he 
served until 1892. He was elected pres- 
ident of the senate in 1891. He was 
elected attorney general of the state 
In 1892 and governor in 1894 

He declined renomination for govern- 
or for a second term and resumed the 
practice of law in Little Rock. In 1903 
he was elected United States senator 
and re-elected last year for his third 
term. He was elected president pro 
tem. of the senate in 1913 and re-elected 
in 1915. His present term as United 
States senator would not have expired 
until March 4, 1921. 

Senator Clarke was married in Hele- 
na November 15, 1883, to Miss Sallie 
Moore, who, with a son and two daugh- 
ters, survives. 

Announcement was made tonight that 
the funeral will be held Tuesday afiter- 
noon. Burial will be in Oak Lawn cem- 
etery here. - 

Governor weorge Hays announced to- 
night that he will issue a proclamation 
tomorrow ordering all state depart- 
ments closed the afternoon of the fu- 
neral, 

“Senator Clarke was one of the na- 
tion’s great leaders,’ said Governor 
Hays. “The state and country has sus- 
tained a great loss.” 


CLARKE OFTEN OPPOSED 
DEMOCRATIC MEASURES. 


Washington, October 1.—-Senator 
Clarke had been president pro tempore 
of the senate since the democratic par- 
ty gained control in 1918. He was 
chosen by the party caucus to succeed 
the late Senator Frye, of Maine, after 
a spirited contest, and +was re-elected 
to the place in the sixty-fourth con- 
gress despite determined opposition 
based on his sensational revolt against 
the administration ship purchase bill 
in the previous congress. 

Senator Clarke left Washington a few 
weeks ago apparently in good health. 
In the closing days of the last ses- 
sion he presided over the senate, owing 
to the absence of Vice President Mar- 
shall. The railroad eight-hour bill, 
which prevented the nation-wide strike, 
was passed with Senator Clarke in the 
chair, but he was one of two demo- 
cratic senators to vote against the 
measure and he refused to sign it. He 
as acting 
president pro tempore when the Dill 
was presented at the presiding officer's 
‘chair for signature. ' 

Senator Clarke’s revolt against the 
eight-hour bill was a typical mani- 
festation of a stern independence which 
characterized his attitude throughout 
the thirteen years of his senatorial 
career. He was many times the lead- 
er in opposition to measures proposed 
by his party. The climax of his in- 
dependence was reached when he led 
the democratic revolt against the ship 
purchase bill, which gave new life to 
the republican filibuster against the 
measure, and made its Re relpdtoduce 


sible. When the bill was reirfstroduce.1 
during the last session. howfver, with 
the government ownership and opera- 
tion features, to which Senator Clarke 
objected, revised and modified, be sup. 
ported it. 

The Arkansas senator during the last 
session again surprised his colleagues 
when he proposed the amendment to 
the Philippine bill which would give 
absolute independence to the islands 
in four years. The administration in- 
dorsed the amendment and it was 
adopted by the senate. 

The house, however, refused to ac- 


cept It 
Senator Clarke acted for. several 
chairman of the important 
committee on commerce. He also was 
the ranking democratic member of the 
foreign relations committee and the 
committee on military affairs. 


Monttord Is Released 
After the Third Trial 
On Charge of Murder 


Wrightsville, Ga., October 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Ed Montford,. tried three times 


on the charge of murdering Herschel 
Beacham, member of a prominent fam- 
ily of Dublin, was set free by a jury 
here about midnight last night. 

The jury was out seven hours. The 
case was tried in this (Johnson) county 
on a change of venue, the jury panels 
having been exhausted in the two pre- 
vious trials in Laurens. 

The first trial resulted in a mistrial; 
the second, in a verdict of guilty, with 
recommendation, bringing life im- 
prisonment. A new trial was secured. 

Montford was charged with having 
lured Beacham to a lonely spot on the 
river near Dublin, where he shot him, 
and, after binding the body with wire 
and weighting it down with a heavy 
iron, he is ‘said to have thrown it into 
the river. 

John Gardner, a negro employed in 
Montford’s pressing club, who was ‘ar- 
rested, turned state’s evidence and im- 
plicated Montford, claiming that he 
|had gone to the river with Montford 
,and Beacham, the latter having been 

lured there on the claim that they 

were to meet a party from Macon. 

Gardner told where a valuable dia- 
mond stud which had been taken from 
‘ Beacham could be found, and it was 
later recovered by detectives. For sey- 
eral months after his arrest, in Sep- 
tember, 1914, Montford was confined in 
the Bibb county jail.

The law-abiding citizens are duty- 
bound to see to it that the constitu- 
tional right of one man to take anoth- 
er man’s job when that man quits is 
preserved, is the gist of a statement 
furnished last night by Alex W. Smith 
to The Constitution. 

Mr. Smith interestingly reviews the 
constitutional aspects of the car men's 
strike as follows: 

“Editor Constitution—As 1 have no 
occasion to seek votes, there is no rea- 
s0n why I can’t speak my mind anout 
some of the occurrences you report as 
happening last night. 

“There is one thing more important 
than the result of any strike, though it 
threatened to tie up the railroads of 
the whole country, and that is the 
preservation of the constitutional 
rights of the citizen. 

‘A man may have the right, indi- 
vidually to quit his job, Otherwise the 
constitutional prohibition of involun- 
tary servitude would be violated. xo 
another man may lawfully take that 


Otherwise the constitutional 
of personal liberty is over- 
One of these rights is as im- 
portant as the other, and the mainte- 
nance of the integrity of both is the 
highest function of government. 

“Therefore, the man who has quit 
the conductor's place and uses force 
to prevent the other fellow from tak- 
ing it offends as seriously as the high- 
wayman who takes his wages awav 
from him. Yet that is what is report- 
ed to have been done last night 
the blaze of the white way 
heart of the city. 

“If the constituted authorities cannot 
or will not prevent it, all law-abiding 
citizens are in duty bound to form ihe 
posse comitatus and come to the res- 
cue just as surely as it is ineum- 
bent to assist in stopping a confla- 
gration which has gotten beyond the 
control of the fire department.

~ TAKENBY TEUTONS 


As Result of Battle Near 
Hermannstadt, in Transyl- 
vania—Thirteen Guns and 
Lot of War Supplies Are 
Captured. 


Berlin, October 1.—(Via London.)— 
More than 3,000 prisoners have been 
taken by the Germans in the battle near 
Hermannstadt, Transylvania, where the 
first Rumanian army was defeated and 
dispersed. Thirteen guns and a large 
quantity of war supplies also have been 
captured. Rumanian attacks have been 
repulsed. The following is the official 
account of operations in the Transyl- 
Vania theater: ) 

“On the eastern front Rumanian at- 
tacks in Maros valley were repulsed. 
In Georgeny valley and farther south 
our vanguards partly evaded the ene- 
my’s thrust. The booty taken by Ger- 
man troops in the fighting south of 
Henndorf has been increased by eignt 
cannon. Northwest of Fogaras the ene- 
my has ceased to attack. 

“As a result of the battle of Herr- 
mannstadt more than 6,000 prisoners 
and thirteen guns were brought in up 
to yesterday. One hangar, two aero- 
planes, ten locomotives, 500 railroad 
cars laden with munitions, more than 
200 munitions wagons, more than 200 
loaded baggage wagons, seventy trans- 
port wagons and one hospital train 
also have been taken. [Further mate- 
rial is being brought in gradually from 
the woods. totherthurm pass is filled 
with vehicles blown to pieces by our 
fire. 

“South of the pass strong Rumanian 
attacks directed against the heights 
west of Caineni were repulsed. In tne 
Hatzeger mountains the enemy made a 
fruitless attack west of Strell Aztrigy 
Valley. 

“An Austro-Hungarian Danube flo- 
tilla forced an entry into the harbor of 
Corabia, destroyed. nine vessels and 
captured seven partly loaded ships. 

“Bucharest has been bombarded by 
our aeroplanes with visibly good re- 
sults.” 


VICTORY COMPLETE, 
AUSTRIANS CLAIM. 


Vienna, October 1.—(Via London.)— 
The victory gained over the Rumanians 
in the Hermannstezdt region of Transyl- 
Vania by General von Falkenhayn’s 
army was complete and the Rumanian 
army was dispersed, the war office 
announced today. The Rumanian forces 
in the Fogaras region attacked in an 
attempt to retrieve the situation, but 
were not able to make great headway, 
although they compelled the Austrians 
to retire on one’ section of the front. 
The following official account of these 
operations was given out here today: 

“On the Rumanian front, west of Pe- 
troseny, Rumanian attacks were re- 
pulsed. 

“Near Hermannstadt, German and 
Austro-Hungarian forces under com- 
mand of General von Falkenhayn gain- 
ed a complete victory. Four days ago, 
by a wide encircling movement, a col- 
umn of Bavarian troops blocked the 
road through Rothenthurm Pass, in the 
enemvy’s rear. All the enemy’s attempts 
to reopen the road were fruitless. 

“Simultaneously, Austro - Hungarian 
and German troops from the west, 
north and south advanced against the 
Rumanian divisions operating south of 
Hermannstadt. The enemy fought \des- 
perately in the battle, which was of 
the most sanguinary character. ‘“De- 
prived of any practicable roads, the 
remnants of the Rumanian troops fled 
into the Fogaras mountains. The num- 
ber of prisoners taken is increasing 
hourly, while the amount of booty is 
enormous, as the enemy had to aban- 
don a wagon park which he did not 
have time to destroy. 

“An offensive resumed on September 
28 by the Rumanians against the Tran- 
@yivania eastern front was not able to 
alter the result-of this battle, although 
north of Fogaras and near Szekely 
Udvarhely and Oderhellen our advanced 
troops had to retire on the main forces. 
On the other hand, the Germans in a 
counter attack south of Henndorf cap- 
tured eleven Rumanian officers, 591 
men and three machine guns. 2 

“On September 29 an Austro-Hunga- 
rian motor boat detachment, reinforc- 
ed by an armed steamer and the Ger- 
man motor vessel Weichsel, attacked 
the Rumanian port of Corabia (on the 
Danube), after having silenced the ene- 
my’s defensive works. Our forces pen- 
etrated the inner port and destroyed the 
railway station, military’ establish- 
ments, the harbor works, a Russian 
armed steamer which sought refuge at 
Corabia in the spring, and also some 
mine-layers and tugs, finally bringing 
back nine Austro-Hungarian tugs 
which tae been detained in port. We 
@ustained no loss.” 


RUMANIAN REPORT 
ON OPERATIONS. 


Bucharest, October 1.—(Via London.) 
The Rumanian official communication 
issued today says: 

“On the north and northwestern 
fronts local actions occurred. On the 
front in South Dobrudja there has been 
an artillery duel along the whole line. 

“Iinemy acroplanes dropped bombs 
on Bucharest, killing two women and 
five children; on Tehernavoda, where 
bombs struck a hospital, and on Bu- 
desti.”’

BRITISH ADVANCE 


-AND DRIVE GERMANS 
ON 3,000-YARD FRONT 


London, October 1.—British troops 
in the center along the Somme line 
have made an advance on a 3,000-yard 
front from east of Kaucourt L’Abbaye 
to the Albert-Bapaume road, according 
to the official statement from head- 
quarters issued at midnight. 

Eaucourt L’Abbaye itseif is reported 
to be in the hands of the British. The 
operations were aided by the armored 
“tanks.” 

The text reads: 

“Sunday a.ternoon south of the Ancre 
our center attacked and captured the 
whole of its objective on a front of 
3,000 yards from a point east of Hau- 
court L’Abbaye to the Albert-Bapaume 
road, northeast of Destemont farm. The 
village of Eaucourt L’Abbaye is re- 
ported to be in our hands. 

“Further east we pushed our out- 
posts well beyond the original front 
line. More than 300 prisoners have 
been already taken and our casualties 
up to the present are small. 

“In this action the new armored Cars 
have done valuawle work in clearing 
the enemy trenches behind the infan- 
try advance. 

“The village of Transloy (north of 
Morval) was effectively bombarded by 
our artillery and an ammunition dump 
blown up. . 

“On Saturday two aeroplanes were 
successfully bombarded by our aero- 
planes and at least one machine was 
destroyed. In the fighting over this 
front four enemy machines were 
brought down. One of our machine's 15 
missing. 

“Icenemy troops and transport were 
repeatedly attacked from the air with 
machine gun fire and in one instance 
several hun@gred infantry were dis- 
persed. 

“Since September 18 we have taken 
between the Ancre and the Somme 24 
field guns, three field Howitzers and 
three heavy Howitzers. 

‘From July 1 to September 30, if 
the same area, we made prisoner 588 
officers and 26,147 other. rank's.”’

Sunday afternoon says 

“During «he night some progress 
was made between Flers and Le Sars. 
There was heavy shelling in that 
neighborhood and also around Gueude- 
court, 

‘In the Thiepval area the enemy was 
driven out of ground he held near the 
Stuff redocubt. We increased our lines 
at Schwaliben redoubt, only a minute 
portion whereof remains untaken, 

“Sixteen raids were carried out suc- 
cessfully last night on our front be- 
tween Ypres and Neuve Chapelle.

FRENCH CAPTURE

Paris, October 1.—KFrench troops 
have captured some elements” of 
trenches to the north of Rancourt and 
southeast of Morval, on the Somme 
front, according to the official com- 
munication, issued tonighs.

Berlin, October 1.—(Via Sayville.)—- 
The capture by the Serbians of Kal- 
makcalan height, on the western end 
of the Macedonian front, for possession 
of which heavy fighting between the 
Serbians and Bulgarians has been 1n 
progress for some time, Was  an- 
nounced by the war office today. The 
announcement regarding the Macedo- 
nian campaign follows: 

“At many ‘points between’ Presy 
lake and the Vardar river there were 
spirited artillery engagements. An 
isolated axtack undertaken by the en- 
enmy was stopped. 

“By a strong attack, the enemy cap- 
tured the summit of Kaimakcalan.” 


DEAD BULGARS 
COVER GROUND. 


London, October 1.—The Serbians on 
Saturday gained an important success 
at Kaimakcalan, says a Reutter dis- 
patch from Saloniki. After violent ar- 
tillery preparation causing frightful 
havoc in the ranks of the Bulgarian;, 
the Serbian infantry executed a bril- 
liant attack, capturing all the remain- 
ing poings on this position. 

The ground was covered with dead 
Bulgarians and the Bulgarian surviv- 
ors fled panic-stricken. The Serbians 


captured a complete ibattery of moun-j; 


tain guns and recaptured a gun and 
three bomb throwers abandoned dur- 
ing a recent Bulgarian counter attack, 
besides taking a quantixy of war ma- 
terial and machine guns. 

The Serbian adyance continues, the 
dispatch adds. 


BRITISH ROUT 
BULGAR TROOPS. 


Paris, October 1.—The French war 
office has issued the following state- 
ment regarding operations in the 
Balkans: 

“Army of the East: On the left bank 
of the Struma the British, after ‘strong 
artillery preparation, captuped by a 
brilliant assault two fortified villages 
near the Seres road. Several hundred 
prisoners, including 200 unwounded, 
fell into their hands. 

“Patrol encounters occurred at the 
foot of Mount Beles. From Lake Doiran 
to the Vardar the cannonading was in- 
termittent. 

“In the region of Kaimakcalan the 
Serbians attacked the heights, which 
were strongly held by the Bulgarian's. 
Gallantly our allies mastered the re- 
sistance of the enemy, who was forced 
to abandon the position, leaving numer- 
ous dead. The Serbians captured a 
Bulgarian battery. 

“On our left wind a spirited artillery 
duel continues. 

“One of our aeroplanes bombarded 
Sofia and continued its journey to 
Bucharest, Where it landed.”

New Orleans, October i.—Narrow 
fluctuations were recorded in the cot- 
ton market last week, the trade being 
disposed to wait on the government 
reports on condition and ginning be- 
fore taking on fresh business of im- 


portance. 

Much of the trading in contracts 
Was in the way of evening up old com- 
mitmenxs. -The bullish features of the 
week caused underlying steadiness, and 
prices held most of the time slightly 
above the level of the previous week's 
close. At the highest, the trading 
months were 18 to 19 points over the 
preceding week's close; ax the lowest 
they were 6 to 10 points under. The 
market closed net unchanged to 9 
points down. 

The trade appeared absorbed in the 
pending bureau’ reports. The very 
small tenders—about 1,000 bales here--— 
against October on the first notice day 
Passed almost unnoticed, as did the 
cold wave at the close of the week. 
Sensational reports from the early 
sections of the belt, that in some lo- 
calities the crop was 90 to 95 per cend 
picked, ginned and even sold, stimu- 
lated little fresh buying. 

The week closed with the trade ex- 
pecting a bearish ginning report from 
the government Monday, to be follow - 
ed by a bullish condition report. Ex- 
pectations regarding ginning apparent- 
ly range from around 4,000,000 bales up 
to 4,400,000. Such figures wouli break 
all records, for ginning to September 
25, the present high being 3,667,090 
bales, made in 1911. Regarding con- 
dition figures, expectations range from 
55 to 59 per cent of the normal. Prob- 
ably, the majority of bullish traders 
expect the report to set a new low level | 
for this month. The present low is 
568.5, made in 1909. Probably it will 
require figures under 58 to bring about 
an advance, while a report of 59 would 
cause a decline.

Business Is Unable to Meas- 
ure Extent of Present and 
Future Development in 
America, Bradstreet’s Re- 
port Says. 


New York, September 30.—(Special.) 
Trade reports are all in superlative 
and the United States enters the last 
quarter of the year with a record of 
past achievement and future promise 
such as neither this nor any other 
country has ever before. seen. Old 
measures have been surpassed, and the 
business world is without a yardstick 
capable of measuring the present or the 
future of the country’s development. 
War demand, the original lever of prog- 
ress, is still in evidence, but in some 
lines purely domestic demand is now 
such as to give full occupation to pro- 
ductive energies, and given the con- 
tinuance of the war abroad, no appar- 
ent change can be forecast at home. 

Trade is active, more so than ever; 
Industry is still at capacity limits, com- 
modity prices are at new high levels, 
bank clearings break all records for 
this time of year, export trade is doing 
likewise, and so large is the volume of 
orders booked ahead that producers 
rather than buyerg are now in many 
lines picking times and places of de- 
livery. Staple goods are wanted for 
immediate use, for next winter and for 
the spring of 1917. Retail trade is of 
record proportions, labor is scarcer 
than ever, car shortages press griev- 
ously on producerg as well as on con- 
sumers, and as artisans, farmers, in- 
vestors, industrial interests and busi- 
ness men in general are all doing well, 
collections are good and old accounts 
are being squared. Short crops and the 
presidential campaign go practically 
unregarded. Besides the general trends 
noted in trade and industrial circles, 
rampant public speculation in securities 
seems to be under way, and dealers re- 
port a dearth of prime bonds, while at 
the same time there is increased evi- 
dence of speculation in commodities. 
Demand for coal denotes activity, mines 
are being worked as well as inefficient 
labor allows, and it is evident that cold 
weather will reveal a shortage of an- 
thracite coal. Shipbuilding, considering 
present facilities, hardly could be more 
active, and it is reported that some 
Norwegian orders had to be turned 
down. 

Recent raing have improved pastures 
and permitted fall plowing and seed- 
Ing. Much early seeded wheat is up in 
western Kansas and Nebraska. More 
than the usual fall plowing has been 
done in the northwest. The potato 
crop {is a very short one, and prices in 
some markets are the highest ever 
known at this period. 

There is very general agreement that 
the cotton crop is a short one, that 
boll weevil damage is serious in the 
Mississippi valley, that fine weather 
aids picking, ginning and marketing, 
and that high prices, 4% cents above 
1915, largely make up for reduced 
vield. Yields of other southern crops, 
rice, peanuts, hay, sugar and ‘corn, are 
generally good. 

Tobacco producers in Lancaster coun- 
ty, Pennsylvania, who sold their crop 
early are reported dissatisfied, now that 
prices have advanced to a still higher 
level. Nearly all reports as to the to- 
bacco crop north and south are of 
large if not record yields, excellent 
quality and high prices paid. 

New Jersey truck and vegetable 
growers report they never. received 
higher prices or made smaller profits 
owing to difficulty in harvesting their 
crops.

CENT LOAN MINIMUM 


ON ALL COTTON CROPS 


Many Southern Members of 
Congress Said to Favor 
the Plan. 


Fort Worth, Texas, October 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—4Henry N. Pope, president of the 
Farmers’ Union State Presidents’ as- 
sociation, has submitted to all south- 
ern members of congress the sugges- 
tion that congress fix or empower the 
federal reserve board to fix a mini- 
mum loan price of 12 cents per pound 
on cotton for all crops. A large ma- 
jority of the replies from senators 
and represertatives favor the plan, an 
Mr. Pope stated today that he would 
eall a special meeting of his associa- 
tion in New Orleans at an early date 
to give it final consideration and work 
out the details. Many members of con- 
gress have expressed their willingness 
to give the movement their co-opera- 


tion. 
Hardwick Favors Plan. 

Among the numerous communici- 
tions received by President Pope was 
the following from Senator Hardwick, 
of Georgia, saying: 

“T cannot see for a moment why this 
board should not be authorized to fix 
a minimum price on which cotton loans 
should be accepted. I am already giv- 
img this subject careful consideration, 
and I hope that at an early date some- 
thing effective and reasonable may be 
worked out along the line of your sug: 
gestions.” 

Representative T. W. Sims, of Ten- 
nessee, writes: 

‘fT am in hearty sympathy with this 
proposition and I] shall be glad to do 
all I can to secure the legislation need- 
ed just aS soon as congress convenes 
in Decemvber. You can rely upon me 
without any sort of hesitation to give 
this or kindred legislation active and 
earnest support.’’ 

Representative Otis Wingo, of Ar- 
kansas, states: “I ghall be glad to 
do anything I can toward amending 
the federal reserve act along proper 
lines with a view of facilitating cred- 
its for the cotton farmer and giving 
him greater freedom in the marketing 
of his cotton.” 
Loan Minimum and Selling Minimum. 

President Pope states that there 
should be a careful distinction between 
the loan minimum and selling mini- 
mum of cotton. “The loan minimum 
should be protected by the govern- 
ment,” he said, “and cotton would, of 
course, never be sold below that point. 
The selling minimum, is one that the 
union advises its members to sell and 
may vary from crop to crop or from 
time to time. With a protected loan 
minimum of 12 cents, the selling mini- 
mum of 20 cents can be more easily 
maintained. The government would 
never ‘be called upon to put up one 
cent under this plan, for when a farm- 
er Knows he can borrow 13 cents per 
pound on cotton he will never gel] 
unless he can get a much higher price. 
Neither could the consumer be pen- 
alized for the fluctuations in the price 
of cotton has little effect upon the price 
of the finished product to the consumer.
